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A Buccession of Revolutions-—-Their
Yostigators—The Lamentable
Condition of the
Ccuntry.

In view of the recent exooution of Salnave,
the following lolter, published in the New

York 1wibune, will possess unusual in-
terest: —
Porr-av-Prixor, Jan, 9. —~Now that the

Government of Salnave has boen overthrown,
after a struggle lusting for nearly thres yoars,
a brief review of the revolutions through
which Hayti has pussed since her independ.
enco was gained may not be regarded as in-
opportune. The subject is full of a peonliar
interest, and the short history I now proposs
to pen may, perhaps, be found not the least
interesting chapter in the annals of the New
World. Hayti, the first spot in Ameries
where the Earopean discoverer set foot—tha
first woil in the Western Hemisphere watered
by the sweat of African slaves—the firat com-
munity in the world that witnessed the aboli-
tion of African slavery and the political en-
franchisemuent of the blacks in modern
times—Hayti, so full of thrilling historic
recollections, is still the theatre where the
great problem of the capacity of the negro
race for self-government and eivilized pro-
gress ie being most laboriously, and, I may
add, impatiently worked out,

It is from such & commanding point of
view that one must study the civil wars and
internal commotions that have not consed to
sgitate the bosom of society in this island
since 1700, in order to obtain a just apprecia-
tion of the late desperate struggle which has
threatened the overthrow, if possible, of the
pational existenoe of Hayti itself, by seriously
menacing the destruction of its soversign in-
dependence. Tor eighty years—that is, since
1790—when the men of color of S8an Domingo
demanded equal political rights at the bar of
the National Assembly of Irance, society in
this island has carried on one long and pro-
tracted revolt against the unjust proserip-
tions and unreasonable distinetions of ocaste.

From 1700 to 1804 the Haytiens were en-
goged in a terrible hand-to-hand struggle
against patriarchal slavery; and had the satis-
faction of secing their desperate efforts
erowned with success, in the branding of
African slavery as a crime, long before the
po-called Christion and civilized nations of
Furope and America bad legislated against
the African slave trade as piracy: The United
Btates, the first to legislate on the subject,
only provided in their Constitution that this
abominable traflic should be deemed piracy
from and after 1505—that is, four years after
the independence of Hayti had been esta-
blished. I'rom 1806 to 1520, or thereabouts,
Haytien society enterod upon itssecond revo-
lntionary phase, in a struggle against the
brute force of an ignorant military fendalism
that trampled on the rights of its citizens.

After the war of independence, the
military  chieftaing  who had conducted
that struggle to = successful issue

were, by a sentiment of national gratitude,
desarvadly given the first place in the affec-
tions of their countrymen. As there were a
great many of those leaders who had distin-
guished themselves in that tronble, they were
arrayed in hierarchial order, according to the
amount of energy they had shown in krinmph-
ing over their inhuman oppressors. Accord-
ingly the most ferocious and ignorant gene-
rl{{! wero placed in the first rank, and at the
head of them the sanguinary Dessalines, He
was, accordingly, made the first raler of
Hayti, under the title of Governor-General,
but he afterwards usurped the title of Em-
peror. 'The nation, in naming such a chief-
tain, bebaved exactly like every other race of
men in the infaney of society; and this raler,
in usurping a more ambitious title, acted pre-
cisely ike the First Congul of I'rance at the
beginuing of this century, and like the first
FPresident of the same great nation at the
middle of the same century.

But the savage infancy of Haytien society
was of short duration. After bearing the
yoke for two years it revolted. Through a
struggle beginning with the assassination of
the %‘.mpcmr Desgsalines in 1806, and ending
with the suicide of King Christophe in 1820
(the next General ranking after Dessalines
in point of brute force), the Haytien ‘pmplo
succeeded in delivering their country from a
nigrnuf ignorance, though not entirely in
ridding it of the reign of a military fendal-
ism, now somewhat modified by intelligence.

When Christophe would not accept the
Presidency offered to him by the é)anata
under a wrilten constitution, after the tyrant
Dessalines had been despatched, Petion, the
third revolutionary general in rank, was
elected and accepted, Christophe resisted
both him and the Senate, and succeeded in
dividing the island into distinct governments,
making himself king in the northern part,
while igetion remained President of thesputh
and west. Petion was an edncated man, and
laid the basis of civil institutions in Hayti.
At his death, in 1818, the fourth revolution-
ary general in rank, also a man of intelli-

ence, was alected to succeed him in the
Presidency. At this moment the yoke of
Christophe became intolerable to his
subjects; and & general upriking against
him, which he wvainly resisted, ocaxwsed
him, in a fit of desperation, to
commit suicide. The institutions founded
by Petion in the West and 8Bouth not only
sgpread over the North but also over the

ish quarter in the East, and the govern.-
ment of Boyer was eventually consclidated
ovor the whole island. The country entered
upon the reign of law, The six codes of Hayti
were promulgated under Boyer, and the courts
of law began to exarcise thoir functions freely.
But the social rogime of aristocracy was now
inangurated by a coalition between the suor-
viving military herves of the revolution and
the civilinng who had resisted Dessalines and
co-operated with Petion in founding the
republio. These, with Boyer at their head,
were unwilling to make any eoncessions
to the party of progress, headed by the
representatives of the people in the legisla.
tive body., The Progressists memorinlized
in wain for reform from 1808 to 1843,
The President, his Seoretary of State, and
the BSenate, whose members he had
the right to nominate, remained deaf to the
appeals of the young men composing the
l:ﬁmno of Representatives,
where they deliborated was evon surrounded
by a military guard. This unreasonable
method of governing gave birth to the revo-
lution of 1844, which, in overthrowing Boyer
and his satellites, broke up forever the old
despotio military aristocracy. Howaver, one

{ Lg: old military aristocrats, in the person
of Boulonque, was called to preside over the
country three years after this revolution, and
ha, like Dessalines and Christophe, availed
himself of party strifes, and set up a throne
of ion.

teen years after—that i, until the revolution
of |68, which ealled Geffrard to the, Presi-
dency. Geffrard was fuithful to all the ideas
of tho party of progress from 1838 to 1843
under Boyer, and had the honor to put
most of them in practical operation. Durin

the eight yours thit he was President he dic
more to promote the real progress of Hayti
than all the Hrem-dmg chieftains put together.
He organized 200 schools; esuxed the Roman
Catholie bierarchy to be established in the
Chureh, to reform the degrading manners of
the debanclind men who officiated at its altar;
opened a seminary to ednonte a native elergy;
introduced steamers into Haytien waters for
const transportation; established a Govern.
ment foundry; opened medienl, law, and
musie schools, and also a school for instructing
Haytien youth in theuseful arts and trade; and
formed the nucleus of an efficient navy. The
culture of cotton, favored by the civil war in
the United States, was encouraged by him, in
the distribution gratuitously of cotton soed
among oultivators, and the introduction st
Government expense of cotton-gins —so that
this product became during his administration
an important nrticle of export.

But in spite of this commendable progress,
Haytien soviety had not yet reached its equi-
librinm; it st1ll oscillated on its base. Why
80 ! Boennse notwithstanding the progressive
ideas which frivmphed in 1843, and received
their definite realization in 1858, the large
substratom of Haytien society was left in
ignorance and superstition. The surviving

ival leaders of 1843 became jealous of Gef.
ard. The new generation grew up in preju-
dice pgninst & new aristoerncy, of which Gef-
frard and these generals were suopposed to be
the component parte, Divisions, jealousies,
and heart-burnings gave occasion (o a class
of balf-educated young men, raised up from
the ignorant mnsses since 1843, to make re-
sistence ta the existing rule. A new revolu-
tion found its leader in Balnave, who headed
the formidable rising at Cape Haytien in
1866, from the effects of which Goffrard’s
Government never recovered, and which nlti-
mately resulted in the call of Salnave to the
Presidency in 1567,

The masses, in all their ignoranee, were in-
stalled in power and place by the last revolu-
tion, against which whatever ia left of intelli-
gence and civilization inthe vountry has been
struggliog with a deadly tenacity, in order to
prevent an entire relapse of Huaytien sociely
into barbarism, Superior intelligence and
civilization have at length prevailed, but caste
rule and aristocratic clignes ought now to be
at an end in Hayti. The roughest piequet of
the mountains holds with the most accom.-

plished native of the citiea the much
coveted brevet of gemernl, With the
terror which his pointed spear has

spread around the aristocratic cities of the
South lately in rebellion aguinst the Govern-
ment of which he is a devoted soldier, the
picquet has conquered a respect for hig class
which cannat be disregarded by any future
government of Hayti without peril of being
instantly overthrown., 'The present, I trust,
is the Iast important revolution in Havti,
Althongh a counter-revolution may be neces-
sary to settle definitely the idea gained by
Salnave’s advent to power, ax 1558 was needed
to supplement 1843, yot the rights of the
democracy have now been aindicated past re-
enll, and Hayti is ready to enter upon a career
of peace.

Even
wheu the Chinese Government sells a ship-
losd of degraded and criminal coolies toa
Cuban or Bandwich Islund plantor, it is
strictly stipulated that the body of every one
of them must be sent back to China after
death,

The Chinamen being smart, shrowd peopls,
take to gome few of our commercial customs
and virtues, but somehow we can't make
gread headway irn the matter of civilizing
them. Wae can teach them to gamble a little,
but somehow we can't make them get drunk,
It is discouraging —because you cau't regene-
rate a being that won't get drunk,

The Chinaman is the most frugal, indas-
trious, and thrifty of all creatures. No mat.
ter how slendsr are the wages you pay him,
he will manage Lo lay up money. And China-
men are the most gifted gardeners in the
world. Give one of themn a sand-bank that
would not support a lizard, and he will make
it yield generous cro&u of vegetables. The
Chinaman wastes nothing. Everything has a
value in his eyes. Ile gathers up all the
castaway rags, and bones, and bits of glask,
and makes markotable articles of them. And
he picks up all the old fruit-cans you throw
away and melts them np to geb the tin and
solder, When a white man discards a gold
placer as no longer worth anything, the pa-
tient Chinaman, always satisfied with small
profits, and never in s hurry to getrich,
talies possession and works it contentedly for

MODEAT VILLAINY,

As evidenos that Chinamen sre satisfied
with small gains, I will remnark that they drill
five holes into the edge of gold coins—drill
elenr through from edge to edge—and kave
the gold thus bored ont, and fill up the hole
with some sort of metallic composition that
does not spoil the ring of the coin. Their
counterfeiters put nine parts good metal and
only one part base metal in their bogns coins
—and so it in very luerative in the long ran,
and the next thing to impossible to detect the
cheat. It is only greedy, bungling Christian

DEEFERADOES,

Another eurious feature about California
life was the breed of desperadocs she reared
and fostered on hor soil, and afterwird dis-
tributed over adjacent Territories throngh
her Vigilance Committees when she had had
enough of their exploits. These men went
armed to the teeth with monstrous revolvers,
and preyed upon each other, 'Their slightest
misunderstundings were settled on the spot
by the bullet; but they very rarely molested
peaceable citizens, 'T'bey robbed and gam-
iled and killed people for three or four years,
and then ‘‘died with their boots on,” as they
phrased it; that is, they were killed them.
selves, almost invarinbly, and they never
expected any other fute, and were very sel-
dom disappointed.

HAM DROWN,

Sam Brown, of Nevada, killed sixteen mon
in'his time, and was journeying townrds Es.
meralda to kill asoventeenth, who had stopped
the breath of a friend of his, when a party of
law-abiding citizens waylaid him and siangh-
tered bhim with shod guns. Mourners were
exceedingly searce at his funeral. It is said
that Sam DBrown ealled for a drink at the bar
of the Slaughter Iouse in Carson City one
morning (a saloon s0 nicknamed becaunse so
many men had been killed in it), and invited
a stranger up Lo drink with him, The stranger
said be mever drank, and wished to be ex-
cused. By the onstom of the country that
was a deadly insult, and so Brown very pro-
perly shot bim down. He left him lying
there and went away, warning everybody to
let the body alone, beciuse it was bis meat,
be suid, Andit is ssid also that he came
back after a while and made a coffin, and
buried the wman himself—though I never
conld quite believe that—without assistance,

Virginia City was full of desperadoes, and
some of the pleasantest newspaper reporting
I ever did was in those days, because I re-
ported the inguests on the entire lot of them,
nearly, We had a fresh one pretty much
every morning. Towards the last it was
melancholy to see how the material was run-
ning short. Those were haleyon days. 1
don't know what baleyon days are, but that
is the proper expression to use in this cou-
nection, 1 believe,

JACE WILLIAME,

Jack Willinms was one of the Inckiest of
the Virginia City desperadoes. He killed
good many men. Heo was a kind-hearted man,
and gave all his custom to a poor undertaker
who was trying to get along. But by.and-by
somebody poked a double-barrelled shot-gun
throngh a crack while Willinms was sitting at
breukfast, and riddled him at such o rate that
there wns hardly enough of him left to hold
an inquest on—and then the poor unfortunate
undertaker's best friend was gone, and he had
to take in his sign. Thus he was stricken in
the midst of his prosperity and his happiness,
for he was just on the point of getting mar-
ried when Jack Williwms was tuken away
from him, and of course he had to give it up
then,

CEMETELIAL CURIOSITTESR.

It is #aid that the first twenty-six graves in
the cemetery at Virginia City were those of
men who all died by the bullet. And the first
Hix in another of those towns contained the
bodies of a desperndo and five of his vietims
—and there in the bosom of Lis family, made
dear to him by ties of blood, he ealmly slocps
unto this day.

MR, SLADE,

At the li.oakg Ridge station in the Rocky
Mountains, in the old days of overland stages
and pony expresses, 1 the gorgeous honor
of breakfasting with Mr. Slade, the Prince of
all the desperadoes, who killed twenty-six
men in his time; who used to eut off his
vietims' ears and send them as kee es to
their relatives;: and who bound one of his
victims hand and foot and practised on him
with his revolver for hours together—a pro-
ceeding which seems almost inexcusable until
we reflect that Rocky Ridge is away off in the
dull solitudes of the wountaing, and the poor
desperadoca have hardly any amusements,
Mr, Slade afterward went to Montans and
began to thin out the population as nsual —
for he took a great interest in trimming the
census and regulsting the vote—but finally
the Vigilance Committee captured and hanged
him, giving lnm just fiftesn mwinutes to pre-
pare himself in. The papers said he cried on
the scaffold.

The Vigilance Committes is a wholesome
regulator in the new countries, and bad char-
acters have a lively dread of it. In Montana
one of these gentlemen was placed on his
nmiule and inforined that ho had precisely fif-
teen minutes to leave the country in, IHe
said, “Gents, if this mule dou't balk five'll
answer, " ‘

But that is sufficient about the desperndoes
I merely wished to mske pussing mention of
them as a Californian production,
